But here 
again you will find it hard to 
keparate, at all events from the 13th 
century onwards, the pure ardour of 
scholarship from the worldly ad- 
vancement to which it led. Fur- 
ther, though men may migrate for 
the aake of learning, I do not re- 
member to have heard of their 
making war for it. On this point 
they content themselves with enll- 
ing cach other names.

Much, of course, will 
depend on the: attitude of the 
United States, but according to re- 
cent advices from Washington no- 
one thinks that the operation of 
the Young Plan or of America’s 
debt funding agreements will be 
resumed just where it left off, 
The Hoover Administration, 
spurred by fear ‘of the likely con- 
requences of inaction, proposed 
the suspension of international 
payments without any assurance 
that they could ‘snfely be resumed, 
Theoretically, the U. S, Govorn- 
ment’ still stands firmly against 
war debt revision and refuses to 
accept the commonly acknowledg- 
ed close connexion between debts 
and reparations. But Mr. Hoover's 
move demonstrated that America’s 
policy is to collect what she can 
of tho nine billion dollars of out- 
standing war debts without upsct- 
ting the rest of the world and 
setiously damaging heracif. 
Politicians of every degree cau- 
tiously refuse to discuss the future 
openly and their orthodox objec-
